. Atthe 128 pagéand iu the’ following Ones, Barto/occius makésa 
long diflertation upon the Opinions of the Jews touching Hel, ~ 
which they call Gebenna. This word in its proper fenle fignifies 
the Valley of Hinnom which was neat Fer4falem, and was accounted 
the moft contemptible place of the Earth. There they caftthe Or. 
dures and dead bodyes, andthere they kept a fire contiaually light 
ed in order to burn them. 

In this Valley there was 7°Chappells, Into the firft of which thofe 
entred who would Sactrificea young turtle, [nto the 2d thole who 
would Sacrifice'a Sheep, Into the 3d thofe who would Sacrificea 
Lamb, Intothe 4th thofe who would facrifice a young Bullock,Into 
the sththofe who would Sacrifice an Ox, and into the 7h thole 
who would {acrifice their, Children to Moloch. Thefe laft kiffed the 
Idol, and after they had made it Red hot with fire , they put their 
Children between his Atms, and then beat Drums whofe noile hin; 
dred-the Parents from hearing the cries oftheir Children. 

The Word Gehbenna is takea in a figurative fenfe, for the place

For the reft, they rank Mankind, confidered as they go out of the 
World, into Three Clafles. Accordingto their Opinion, the Per- 
fe& do enjoy Ecernal Life immediately, the Ungodly are catt into 
the bottom of He//, and thofe whoare of the middle fore are fent 
to Gehenna, to be punifhed there fora time, and afterward to be de- 
livered from their Pains: Our Author makesa very long difcourfe 
to confute chefe vain Imaginations and alfo agreat many others of 
the New Rabbins, which I cannot have room to infift upon here. 

The Pfadas having been in uleamong the Jews as well asamong 

he Chriftians, to Publifh the Greatnels of God, to invoke his 
Name, and thank him for his Favours; They have furnifhed an 
infinite deal of Matter to che Compofition of many Treatifcs made 
by Authors of both Religions, concerning their Numbers, Order, 
Authors, the Ceremonies with which they were fung, and the Inftru- 
ments which were made ufe of in the finging them:

Yeartothe Romans, who had none before chat was very well regu- 
lated, and this Year was in ufe, till che Reformation made by Pope 
Gregory thzit3th. . The Luaary Year is not the Space which the Moon 
takes up in ruaning through the Twelve Signsof the Zodiak; for it 
runsit in 29 days; but ic is the {pace which fhe takes to run through 
the Twelve Signs Twelve Tinaes, and this Year confifts of Three 
Hundred fifty four Days, which are divided into Twelve Lunary 
Months, of which fome have Thirty Days, and others Twenty 
Nine ; the firft are called Fd, and the other Holowor Short. ‘They 
have Two: forts of. Lunary Years, the firlt they call Comme, ands 
com> 
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compofed, according to the Hebrews, of Three hundred fifty four 
Days, Eight Hours, and Eight hundred feventy fix Points, the lee 
cond iscalled Fudi, or intercalary, and.is compoted of ‘Three bun, 
dred Eighty fix Days, Two Hours, and Five handred Eighty Nine 
Points, For the Hebrews divide the Hour into One thoutsnd aud 
Eighty Points; wheteas we divide it into bur Sixty Minutes. The 
Lunary Years are corre&ted by Intercalation, and come pretty near 
the So/ar : I fay pretty near, becaule the So/ar Year hath, Ten Days, 
Twenty One Hours, and Pwo Hundred and Four Points more 
thanthe Lanar, Thefle Ten Days, TwentyOne Hours, aud Two 
Hundred and Four Points, make in Three Years, Two Days, Fif- 
teen Hours, and Six Hundred and Twelve Points, which then caus 
{eth them to intercalate a Month ef Thirty Days, andto makethe 
Year Thirteen Months ; after which the Two Days, Fifteen Hours, 
and One hundred and Twelve Points, which remain, make the E- 
patt, which is referved for the following Year, This Referye ig 
Nineteen Yeats, makes Seven Years intercadate.

of March: Sothat if aKing came to the Crown in the Month of Fa- 
nuary, the firft ycat of his Keignended with the Months:following, 
and the fecond begun upon the firft of March eafuing, And accor.

Their Year Ecciefiaftical begun the fame day with the G ta 
tion of their Feafts; viz.

Hat an horrid thing is envy. ? Was ever man.more mas 
licioufly vext and profecuted ? He was certainlya Man 

ofas much wit,, addrefs and learning as any the Age produc- 
ed: Perhaps this is his Crime, for there is little elfe to be found 
in his life. Innocence is always too weak a Bulwark againft 
the {trong efforts of Envy and Ambition. He was in great Place, 
and therefore he muft be levelled to make way for others of 
lefs value, The lofty Oak muft be felled that the leffer trees may 
come into profpeé&t. But certainly it is one of the bafeft pieces 


of degeneracy to trample upon a man when he is down, andno | 


man fuffered more of this unworthy practice than he, nor bore 
it better and more Chriftian like. Bp. Laud was his mof 
mortal and implacable Enemy, and yet was bound to him by 
all the obligations of Common gratitude, He prefer'd him to be 
Bifhop of St. Davids, againft King Fames his opinion, and kept 
him in his Prebendary of eftminfter, and fo nurs‘d up the viper 
in his Bofom that afterwards tung him. Gertainly there is not 
a fouler blot in the whole Hiftory of that great man, .

Bihhop Wiliams was born at Abet-conway, aSea Town in Car- 
narvan-fhire, upon the 25th of March, 1582. He was Son of 
Edmond Williams, Efq; and Mary, Daughter of Owen Gwin, Efq, 
they had five Sons, whereof this was the Youngeft. His Fa- 
ther was of an Acticnt Houfe, and a Gentleman of a confide- 
rable Eftate at firft, but fpent it prodigally ; the Lady Grifish 
his Grandmother took care of his Education, and he was put 
to School at Reuthen under a good Grammarian , who_was 
placed there by their Pious Countreyman Dr, Goodman, Dean 
of WeSiminfter, who had newly Founded that School. He 
learned there ‘a confiderable time, and ir happened by good 
Fortune, that Dr. Maughan, afterwards Bifhop of Lopdon, came 
into Wales, and took the School of Reuthea’ in his way, 
where he found his young Kinfman John Williams to be the 
Bell-weather of that little Flock. ‘Dr. Vaughan was exceeding 
glad to find him in that forwardnefs, and being not oncly as 

earned as moft men to try aScholar; but judicious above moft 
men to conjecture at‘a rich Harvett by the’Green blade ow 
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commend him tothe Tuition of Mr. Owen Grin of St. Jobns 
Coitaize, weit Qualified by his Country and Alliance fora friend, 
and uo indiligent Tutor. He cameto Cambridge at 16 yearsold,. 
and was much praifed by the Old Brittains of North waiess which 
rook che rather becaufe of his great comelinefs and beauty ; how. 
ever he was very much laugh’d at for his Welfh tone, fo that 
hisCompanions would fay he brought more Latin and Greek 
than good Englifh with him. This madea retir’'d ftudent, 


fhunning Company till fuch time as he had loft the rudenefs of. 


his native Diale&t, which he labouredthe more, becaufe he had 
a mind to be an Oratour, than whom none: proved to have a bet- 
ter Grace and Pronuntiation.He was atrue Pattern of diligence, 
and read over fo many Aathors both in Greek and Latin in 4 
years time that it is almoft incredible, This Reverend Author 
who lived in his Family, faith one thing of him very wonder- 
full, and which he faith was well known, not onely to the Fa- 
mily but’ to a Cloud of Witneffes, that from his Y¥ outh to his. 
old Ages he took but 3} hours.fleep in 24. Which yet was 
fufficient for his health.

Atthe clofe of Queen Elizabeths reign he Commenced Batch-, 
clorof. Arts, and to make that Degree fit upon him with 
better credit, within a Month he was made fellow of the Colledg 5 
Dr. Vaughan lived but 3, years atter he was made Bp. of Lon- 
dony however he fent for his young Kinfmat'every year to fpend. 
a few Weeks at his Palace in Londony which was a great help to 
his breeding, and brought him acquainted with the Lord Lum- 
leya Kinfman of his by Marriage. He was cwner of an excel- 
lent Library of which he was very liberal to him both in Books 
and Manufcripts, and never fenthim away without ten pieces of 


Gold, but the other atreafure to him above all Gold: Heac- 
quired a very greatinfight in Theology, and read the School- 


men, Hiftories Ecclefiaftical, and the Antient Fathers altoge- 
ther. He was an exa& Philofopher according to thofe .imes, but 
chiefly in the Metaphyficks whofe utility and Neceffity hedee 
fended in the Schools when he was Proétor in the Univerfitys 
His Merit as an Hiftorian isit {elf worthy am Hiftory, and h 
was the belt Proficient,in that {pacious knowledg that the Age 
it {elf produced ; His Memory was fo trufty, that he was always 
very flat in reading: there was almoft nothing that he had not 
read, and nothing that he had not remembred and there:

~fpring, took {peedy care to remove his Kinfman to Cambridge, and 
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nothing which he could not draw out with great facility when 
he had the leaft occafion. The firft Salliesthat he made into 
the World, were very fortunate, The Cofedg having at chat 
time abundance of Caufes both Civil and litigious, and Dr. 
Clayton being old, though a prudent Governour, was wifely con- 
tented to difpatch others to ftruggle about fuch contefts. But 
the be(t chat he found by experience for any confiderable Enter- 
prize, was Mc. Williams and therefore he was always difpatch- 
ed wich Meflages of greatelt cruft, and to perfons of the greate(t 
Quality, and having an Incomparable addrefs and decency 
and avery great Wit, feldom or never tail'd of obtaining a 


| Grant to their Petitions. Upon thefe Occafions, he gained fo 


farupon Archbifh>p Bancroftythat hefent for him 2 years before 
he was made Batchelour in Divinity, and ex mero motu, gave 
himthe Advowfon of an Arch-Deaconry in Wales. And the 
Lord Chancelour Eyerton having alfo Difcourfed him upon 
the like occafions, faw fo much into him, being a Man of a moft 
profound judgment, that he fent for him to be his Chaplain, 
which he accepted moft willingly, but obrained leave to be ab- 
| fent for an year he being juft then ready to enter upon his 
Proftorfhip. Here he ftudied the Law, and_here was laid the 
foundation of his furure greatnefs, The Gaufes of the Bps. and 
Clergy anda great many others, went through his hands, and 
by his Lords Indulgence in 5 yeats time he got a confiderable 
3 Eftate ; He grew every Day in the Lords favour, and towards 
his latcer End he fent all his bufineffes by him tothe King, Up- 
on which Meffages the King took Great notice, that the Chap- 
lain was principled by his Mafter to be a ftatefman and a Pillar 
ofthe Kingdom. Hard upon the Day of his Death the Chan- 
celhur calldto him and told him. If be wanted money, he would 
lave bim fuch a Legacy inbis Will, as foould furnifh bim to begin the 
| Vorldlike a Gentleman. Sr. Say’s the Chaplain, J kifs y our hands, 
you have filled my Cup full, Iam far from want, unlefs it be of your 
Lord|bips dirét#icas how to livein the World. Well faith the Chan- 
cellour Zkiow you are aa expert Workman, take thefe tools to work 
with, they are the belt Ihave. And gavehim fome Books and 
Papers, written all with his own hands. r 
This was an Ineftimable gift being made over to the the Heir 
apparent of his wifdom. The Learned Authoar of this Hifto- 
ry attributes fo much to thefe Papersthat he believes they were 








~ Bhe marrow of Mr. Williams his Prudence, and fubrle Judgment 
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the Reétory of Grafton Underwood , lying but a little diftance, 
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from MWalzrave. Sr. Francis Bacon being made Chancellour after 
his Death and hearing that his Chaplain had chefted up his 
Books and was preparing to remove to his Cure of Walgrave 
fent for him, and proffer'd to continue him in the place; whic 
he declined, but with fo graceful aComplement, that they 
varted great friends, and Sr. Francis of his own accord made _ 
him Juftice of Peace, and of the Quorum in the County of North. 
amton, Before he left London Dr. james Montogue Bp, of Win.

It was fo ordered, and no man 
was ever better oppos’d, for he had 6 Opponents a}l Heads and 
Profeffours of the univerfity, and who all {trove to fhew theut- 
termolt oftheir Learning ; and no man ever better defended 
himfelf, So that it was performed to the great Admiration of 
the Archbifhop of. Spalato, and the Queftions reached King | 
James his Ear, who highly approved Dr. Wiliams. During 
his abode at his Cure of Walgrave there fell the Deane 
of Salisbury, which had many Competitors, and the Mar 
of Buckingham ftruck in for one of chem ; but the King gave him 
a Denial, and fent for Dr. Wiliams.

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The Lady he intended to marry, was the Lady Katherine 
Manners, daughter andthe onely Child furviving to Francis 
Earle of Rutland, She was the greateft Fortune o! a Subjectin 
the Nation, and of very Antient and Noble blood. The 
Match ftuck at 2 Difficulties: The Earl of Rutland was flow or 
rather fullen in giving way to the Marquefs, neither did he 
keep {uch adiftance in his vifits as was required. This put 
the Earl into fo ftrong a paffion that he could not be mitigated, 
though great perfons had attempted the Pacification. In this 
Diftration, Dr. Wiliams took the opportunity to go between 
the great men and to Umpire the Controverfy. The Earl 
held tome Leafes of the Church of Lincoln whereof the Dr. was 
aRulidentiary and Precentor, andhaving found himtrue and 
fortunate in many Offices of Service which he had managed 
for his Lordthips fake, he gave a patient hearing to his propo- 
fitions by which means his Inflammation was cooled .and isfea- 
loufies cleard up. In fhorethe Dr. brought the Earl about fo 
dexteroully with his Art and pleafane Wit, that his Lordfhip 
oe icinto his hand to draw up all contracts and conditions for

A 
Month ruin’d: him now more than a year before, His Death 
came from arduddain Catarrh, which caufed a Quinry by the in- 
flammation of the interiour Mufcles, and a fhortnefs of Breath 
followed, which diffolved him in twelve hours,

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Church, as it isleaft known to us, So it wasthe moft fruitful 
in Good Works. In thofe days men fpilt their b ood “for the 
Chrittian Caufe with as much readinefs and jcy, as they would 
now with ereif and difficulry, as ic may juftly be teared fhould 
they be cali’d upon by their great Matter for fuch a trial of theip 
Faith. Nay in many places they offer’d themielvesto the Per- 
fecurors, detying allthe utmoft malice of their cruel bloody 
and horrible torments,that they might enjoy another. life, 
and chat eternal, with their bleffled Kedeemcr for whom they 
fuffer’d. By this means thefe Holy and bletied Martyrs (after 
our Saviour) founded the Church, and furnilhed fo many glo- 
tious Examplesto future Ages. And our Author could aor have 
done a more acceptable piece of *ervice to the Church than to 
furnifh us wich a Colle&tion of the Works of the primitive Aus 
thors that firit Age. For as fome of them were tellow ‘dabour- 
ers of the Apoftles, and all of them Ditciples, and inftru&ted by 
them, they muftot Neceffiry know the mind of the Apoftles, 
both as to Doétrine and the Difcipline of the Church, and there 
fore ought tobe efteemed by us,+as the moft facred Treafures 
and of greateft Authority next tothe Holv Scriptures them- 
felves. It isa Work foufefulrhat it is a wonder no body thoughe 
of it before now, however he hath done us the.greateft' kind- 
nefs in Collefting all together thefe fcatter’d Remnauts of An- 
tiquity and giving them to us in our own Language to ‘our 
great eafe and Advantage at one full and entire view. This is 
then a fecond Bible. and out of it may be drawa things of the 
greatelt ufe and Advantage to the Church, both asto Do&rine 
and the Praétice of an upright and holy life.

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gin Mary, crucified under Pontius Pilate, that he fuffered for our 
falvation, and was raifed again from the dead, not onely by 
the power of the Father, but of his own alfo ; That he is our 
Hizh Prieftt and ?roteGour now, and fhall come again at theend 
of che world to judge both the Quick and dead. T hat there is no 
coming unto God but by him, infomuch thateven the Antiente 
Fathers who died before his appearing, are yet faved by the 
fame means that we are now.
